to feveral Bays and Capes on the 
weftern Coaft, He did not lofe 
his Labour, which was rewarded 
by a great Number of Stones im- 
pregnated with Silver which he 
carried home with him, as.is re- 
lated in his Voyages; but M. £- 
gede very much doubts his Vera- 
city herein,having found in Green- 
lend no Siler Ore, Prince or 
Arts ; 2ll which Forbier afiitms 
he found there, Chrifiiern LV. 
King of Denmark faw, not with- 
out fome Jealoufy, Strangers take 
Poffeiion of the Domains of. his 
Predeceffors ; wherefore he cauf- 
ed four or fiveGalleys to be fitted 
cut at different Times to recover 
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this Province. Admiral Godly 
Lindenow was twice there,andcar.

Capt. Watkins 
touch’d at Euftatia, where he was 
inform’d, that they had 10 Priva- 
teers belonging to St. Kitts, and 
were fitting out 4 more ; that they 
have had fuch’ prodigious Succefs 
that they flow inMoney, & thata 
Diwifion, was lately made between 
one or two Privateers, when they 
fhar’d 2c0/. a Man. Thata Man 
of War came down fromAntigua 
and fent her Barge afhore to prefs 
the Privateers Men, which were 
about 1000 inNumber, who feiz’d 
the Barge as foon as fhe came a- 
fhore, and carried her into the 
Middle of the Town and made her 
fullof Punch, That Commodgre 
Warren was fail’d from Antigua 
with fix Ships on a Cruize down 
along the Spanith Coaft, and then 
defign’d for New-York.
